Mr, Wang’s Appeal 


‘Mr, Wang Ching-wet's latest appeal for peace 
will in all probability prove no more effecti 
than have his previous utterances on the same 
subject, but there are certain aspects about it 
‘which do require emphasis. 1t is probably quite 
true by now that the Japanese hae indeed 
come to » realization that China can cever be 
destroyed, for if nothing else could, the experi 
ence of the past twenty-three months should 
have shown her the impossibility of her ever 
being able to hold the whole of this vast terri- 
ory under subjection. Except for scattered 
Positions throughout a very large section of 
China, the Japanese armies are by no means 
in full control of the areas through’ which they 
have passed. The guerillas are managing to 
‘maintain an annoying and costly form of ac- 
tivity which denies the Japanese an opportunity 
‘of consolidating their pains, and at the present 
moment a position of military stalemate ap- 
Pears to have reached in which the Japanese 
armies neither move forward nor retreat. To 
do the former would require an even greater 
‘effort that has already been made; to do. the 
latter would be an admission of defeat which 
would prove unprofitable. With the Japanese 
more deeply committed than ever before, with 
space and time fighting on the side of the 
Chinese, it is more than likely that Mr. Wang's 
‘appeal will fall upon deaf ears so far as Chung 
ing is concerned, and if that proves to be the 
case peace will be just as far away as‘it was 
before Mr. Wang issued his latest appeal for it. 











‘There is no very great change in the heart of 
the Chinese even where they have 
passed under control of the Japanese. 


Displays of forced enthusiasm for the victors 
will deceive no one, for there is underlying 
It that stubborn hatred born of all the Chinese 
have had to endure during the course of these 
hostilities. What Is more the Japanese have 
signally failed to produce one leader of renown 
willing to assist them in rest peace and 
order in the areas which they have occupied. 
Marshal Wu Pei-fu is as coy as ever he was, 
‘and there is little justification for the belief 
that if Mr. Wang himself were to come into 
the open and head a government under Japan 
ese domination he gain much support, To 
disagree with the policies of Generalissimo 
Chiang. Kai-shek is one thing, to come out 
Jopenly in support of the enemies of China is 
entirely another, and Mr. Wang by publication 
fof these appeals of his has placed himself in a 
thoroughly unfortunate light, certainly not one 
which is likely to attract much of a following.

themselves, devoted the time they might have 
used {to secure their own safety to succouring 
the other officals aMicted. Of this attempt at 
‘mass assassination which fortunately was no 
more successful than fo cause the doaths of 
two heroie men, there cannot be anything ex- 
cent the strongest condemnation. Murder by 
poisoning has always been regarded with greater 
Jdetestation than any other form, and this at~ 
tempt to wipe out a number of men round the 
dinner table is a particularly heinous one. 
IMiyashtia, and  Minosaku 
Funayama drank the poisoned wine as did the 
fest of those present. In the words of the 
Vice Minister for Foreign Affairs, in a state- 
ment which he issued on his return to Tokyo 
these two young members of the Constlar stalt 
“ignored their own symptoms of poisoning, to 
attend to others. ‘They neglected their own. 
condition sc long that they ultimately died, 
They, could have been saved by proper atten- 
ton.” “This is a type of bravery before which 
all “considerations of race disappear in the 
homage which mest be paid to men of 
lcourage, and self-sacrifice They have died 
their country Just as truly ax those others wh 
fall on the fold of battle, for they were ob- 
jously thwarting enemies of their nation 
tesponsitie for the poisoning, and there cannot 
be anything, but the greatest admiration for the 
cold courage with which they faced death in 
théir successful endeavour to save others. Tt 
ig stated that one of the Chinese responsible for 
the attempted assassination has already been 
arrested, and it is expected that his accomplice 
ill shortly be apprehended. It is hoped that 
this will be the case, for there cannot be the 
slightest exeuse for so contemptible a murder 
plot.

Ministry of Information 


Intentions of the British Government to 
create a Ministry of Information have received 
abroad pointed ‘interpretations almost amount- 
ing to a degree of protest in those countries, 
whose propagandist efforts helped to. inspire 
the mew British departure. Some of the doubts 
have been cleared by the explanation. 
that that Government does, not contemplate the 
creation of a propaganda factory, but a shadow 
‘organization of about a dozen’ people will be 
formed as the nucleus of a war-time organiza- 
tion. “In the meantime, however, a more practi- 
cal ‘conception of the Government's plans is 
found in the hope that immediate steps will 
be taken to obtain a wider dissemination of 
British news in order to counteract the tre- 
‘mendous propaganda let loose to cloud opinion 
‘and distort issues in a manner which contem- 
porary history has so graphically revealed, This 
aspect of the general problem applies in a very 
definite respect to Shanghai and the Far East 
where the British case has suffered severely 
in its presentation to the world through the 
extremely efficient and prompt action of one 
party in getting in first, and the extremely 
Gilatory action of the British authorities in 
attempting to catch up. Sheltered behind the 
impeceable attitude that truth will out not= 
withstanding the calumnies which preceded its 
progress, the result generally has been unfor- 
tunate, and no amount of retarded correctness 
‘and subservience to long-established procedure 
is proof against the skilfull propagandist, Not 
that anybody wants propaganda in its modern 
sense. The best propaganda any country, sure 
{in its own righteousness, can disseminate is the 
‘truth but it should be’ not be delayed. in its 
Publication, There has been considerable dis- 
‘cussion in Shanghai recently for more effective 
distribution of Information from British official 
circles in view of an increasing volume of 
misstatements. Even the Japanese spokesman 
‘at the press conference on ‘Thursday had some 
remarks to make on the question, emitted in 
cynical vein, but recent incidents have shown 
that there should be no feeling of offended 
propricly in getting to work at once. No 
doctor waits for peritonitis to set it before 
operating to remove a painful and useless ap- 
pendix. As Swift observed: “Falsehood fies 
and truth comes limping after it, so that when 
‘men come to be undeceived it is too late,

Mr, Wang Ching-wei Expresses Japanese Opinion 
And Appeals to Chinese to Stop Resisting 


Hongkong, June 12. 


ENEWING his plea for peace, Mr, Wang Ching-wei, former 


deputy general executive 


pfesident of the National Defence Council, 


of the Kuomintang and vice- 
today issued a new 


statement here under the title “The Truth About Resistance.” 
Replying to a letter from “An Overseas Comrade” who said 
that, while “placing the fullest confidence in Mr. Wang's policy 
aind in the sincerity of his action in publishing his peace proposals,” 
he had some doubts as to the appropriateness of the procedure 
taken by Mr. Wang, the statement aims at clarifying his position. 





"Should the extinction of China be 
the sole objective of Japan, then we 
have no alternative but to continue 
to fight, But Japan has put forward 
terms of peace which, properly inter- 
preted, cannot be regarded as des 
roying China as an independent 
nation, Why eannot we talk peace?”, 
‘Me, Wang stated. 

Referring to "a current assertion 
that “war” will ‘so« 
Europe, ‘we want 
peace at this time?", the statement 
said that “the actual position prevail- 
ing in Europe now. is indecisive 
while preparing for war, great effor 
are being made to maintain peace”

“Ever sineo the outbreale of the 
war." “the statement said," our 
citizens have contributed to the war 
chest, rendered services” to. the 
nation, and faced great hardships in 
Meeing from one place to another 
‘and yet not a single voiee has beet 
aisod in resentment ayainst the 
Government. Not less have been thi 
sacrifices of the rank and file of ot 
Torees; they just march on one after 
another, never showing any. signs of 
faltering.

Tor peace, justice and international 
aw, to which all “civilized nations 
‘should’ devote their energy.” 

‘Hee emphasized that throughout the 
2i-months-old conflict. China had 

stopped on her road of social 
progress, economic development and 
Feconstruction work, 

He presented impressive figures én 
the gigantic tasks accomplished and 
undertaken in the elds of economies 
tnd transport and communication. 

‘Countries supplying Japan with’ 
war materials, the Chinese delegate 
continued, were only “indulging In 
‘action detrimental to their own’ 
interests” 

He also pointed out that since 
1937, “Japan had. inereased “her ex- 
ports to China, whereas Chinese im 
ports from the United States, Ger- 
many, Britain and the Netherlands 
Indies had decreased. 

‘The United States had lost its 
place as the chief country of ex: 
ports to China ond Japan had assum- 
fed this position since she had in- 
creased her exports {rom 15.73, per 
ent. of the total in 1937 to 2349 
per cent, in 1938, 

Earlier in his address opening the 
wenerat discussion, Mr, Li Ping-heng. 
Yoiced “his support | of President 
Roosevelt’: suggestion that an econo- 
mic conference be held, provided 
ruutual confidence was restored. 

Before the Chinese delegate took 
the Moor, Mr. Harriman, delegate of

Japan had singled out Britain 
Decause she realised that Br ate 
tention was focussed in Europe at 
present. Besides this, Britain's ins 
forests in the Far East were greater 
than ‘those of any other foreign 
power. 

‘The paper concludes with a grave

‘The debate in the House of Lords on Great 
Britain's foreign policy paid considerable 
luttention to the situation of British subjects 
in China, and though much of the official 
comfort which Lord Halifax had to admin- 
ister was of a decidedly icy temperature, 
some consolation is to be found in the fact 
that there is no intention of Great Britain 
yeceding from the position sh already 
taken up. Britons in the Far East are assured 
that the Government will devote all its efforts, 
to the protection of British rights and trade 
here, will recoxnize no unilateral changes in 
treaties freely entered into by Great Britain 
and other nations; rumours concerning the 
alleged proposal to withdraw another b:

c military operations have ceased. One | 
significant passage in Lord Halifax's speech 
was the reference to the “very. formidable 
Jist” of ineidents os reflecting the extent of 
the British stake in China. It not only does 
that. “It refleets with very "considerable 
plenitude ‘of detail’ the manner in. which 
British interests are being attacked by the 
Japanese in their often-declared determina 
tion to drive the British and all other foreign 
interests out of China. ‘The Foreign Secre- 
tary then proceeded €0 deal with the fears 
of Lord Elibank that Japan was planning to 
feize the International Settlement of Shanghai 
gn duly 7 to mark the second anniversary of 
the commencement of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities, and assured the noble lord. that 
the Government had “not been. indifferent 
to any one of these threats in anyone of 
these directions.” ‘This is all very nige and 
‘would be much more satisfactory. were there 
Indications thatthe Government actually 
contemplated action in certain events beyond 
the mere. registration of protests and” the 
aceumblation ‘of further additions to the long| 
Hist of incidents. 


A review of all that has happened during 
the past twenty-three months does nothi 
to remove the impression that Great Britain 
in common with all the other Powers inter- 
ested in China, have failed to take that 
Positive action, ‘which is better understood 
by the Japanese than all the formal repre- 
sentations in the world. ‘The enormous 
[patience which has been displayed,—enormous 
even when European difficulties are taken 
into account—has created amongst the 
‘Japanese an idea of weakness which it will 
bbe very hard indeed to dispel. It is in these 
continual endeavours on the part of Japan 
to see how far she ean go without inviting 
some sort of retaliatory action, that a 
continual whittling away of British rights, — 
‘and other foreign rights as well, it must be 
fremembered,—is in process. What by. the 
time these jines appear in print will prove 
to be the downright denial of British rights 
in Tientsin may have been set afoot. ‘The 
‘question arises:—What is Great Britain going 
to do about it? The organization of a boycott 
of Japanese goods in Britain in connection 
with the China Campaign week is all very 
‘well, but it is neither an officially-inspired 
move, nor one that is likely to be at all 
elective in bringing home to the Japanese 
the intense British indignation over what is 
happening, and the determination of the 
British Government that in the ultimate 
event there will have to be a reckoning. 
‘That appears to have escaped the notice of 
the Japanese Government and its officials, or, 
if it has not, it is treated with that degree 
of contempt’ which permits spokesmen to 
describe the damaging of the American- 
‘owned Szechuen University as due to a bomb 
which had “gone astray." Parenthetically 
this Intest excuse seems reminiscent of one 
of those old melodramas “The Girl who took 
the Wrong Turning." If Japanese officials 
think they can fob off representations con- 
corning Japanese wrongdoings by such 
pucrilities, it is obvious that the time is 
rapidly approaching when they should be 
taught very much to the contrary. 

For approximately two years the Britisi: 
Government has accepted, has had, perforce, 
Because of preoccupations elsewhere, to 
‘accept such offhand explanations. It cannot, 
if it wishes fo preserve much of its already 
impaired dignity in the Far East, accept any. 
such explanations if indeed ‘the British 
Concession in Tientsin is molested in the 
way it is believed likely. It has been pointed. 
‘out time and time again that there lies in 
the hands of Great Britain means of retaliation 
which can be used effectively in order 10 
bring about a change in the Japanese heart. 
‘There may be some reluctance against using 
them for fear of further worsening relations: 
Between the two countries, but owing to the 
actions of Japan alone, it’ is contended that 
the situation is now so bad that a little more 
worsening cannot materially affect conditions. 
It is not suggested for one moment that 
Great Britain should resort to arms. to 
vindicate her position in the Far East. There 
are other equally effective methods of dealing 
with the subject, not the least interesting of 
which is that, which was suguested recently, 
certain of the Empire ports chould be denied 
to Japanese shipping.

‘The statement made by Mr. R. A. Butler, 
Parliamentary Under Secretary for Foreign 
Affairs, in the House of Commons on Tues 
day night on the crisis which has arisen in 
‘Tientsin throws a new light upon the wh 
matter, and one which amply justifi

British Government. On April 9, Mr. Cheng. 
Shi-kang, newly-appointed Superintendent 
of Customs was murdered in a Tientsin 
cinema, the first case of violence to have 
occurred in the Concession since the out 
break of hostilities. On June 7, after sour 
men had been arrested on suspicion of com- 
licity in the assassination, a proclamation 
was issued that any breach of neutrality in 
future would be dealt with cither by hand- 
ing over the culprit to the “de facto” authori- 
ties for trial, or by expulsion from the 
Concession. Subsequent to their arrest 
these men were handed over to the Japan- 
ese authorities for questioning, and. are 
alleged to have made confessions implicat- 
ing themselves, which they later retracted 

to. the British 
‘authorities, averring that they had been 
‘made under torture. In view of these Sacts, 
the men strenuously denying thelr quill 
the British authorities, His Majesty's Gov- 
ernment did not fecl ‘justified in giving in 
structions for them to be handed over {0 
the local district court. The British Consul- 
General consequently informed his Japanese 
colleague on June 7 that the four men would 
be detained pending the production of fur- 
ther evidence, failing which they would be 
expelled from the Concession, ‘That further 
evidence has not up to the present time 
been forthcoming, and the Japanese by 
means of the blockade which was com~ 
menced yesterday scek to force the hand 
of the British authorities. The issue is no 
more intricate than that, and the British 
officials in Tientsin are being subjected to 
an unusual form of pressure to adopt a 
course of action which they cannot in jus- 
tice follow. It is quite apparent that if the 
Japanese do possess confessions, as they

This new strug- 
ule is only’ just beginning, and this present 
offensive against British interests is not the 
first, and will, in all probability, not be the 
last ‘before this China Incident ‘comes to a 
conclusion. Nor are those who impatiently 
demand early retaliatory action by *the 
British Government entirely wise, It is ad~ 
mitted that Great Britain, France and the 
United States have in their hands weapons 
of the strongest possible nature, capable of 
inflicting more economic harm ‘upon Japan 
than she can ever do to the interests of third 
party neutrals in China. ‘They are weapons 
of such potentiality that the greatest possible 
care will be required in their utilization, but 
it is obvious that a country the largest por- 
tion of whose trade is with those three 
Powers runs seridus risk of grave damage 
should her conduct lead them to deal with 
her in a spot where she is most vulnerable, 
History has time and time again proved that 
Great’ Britain can be long suffering, but 
it has also shown that it does not 
forget, and if the British Government in 
dealing with the situation acts somewhat 
more slowly than some people would like, it 
must be remembered that of the many issues 
in which Great Britain is involved the solu- 
tion is not yet. ‘That may have to come in 
Great Britain’s own time, but when it does 
come the reckoning will be complete, Wheth- 
cer in war, or in peace, it must be remem= 
bered that it is the last victory which counts, 
and the inconveniences of the moment have 
to be endured with the assurance that the 
‘outcome will be one which every Briton, nay 
every third party Power interested in China 
wishes, ‘The future should be awaited then 
with that calmness and confidence which is 
even now being displayed in Tientsin and 
Kulangsu, ‘There is not the slightest occasion 
for panic, That indeed would be harmful, 
bbut the Iong view suggests that no matter 
what inconveniences may have to be put up 
with now and in the near future, the outcome 
can never be in doubt. 




















THOSE PREDICTIONS 


June 17. 

“I is a dangerous thing,” said Mr. Lloyd 
Georye the other day in the House of Com- 
mons, “to predict in the present world,” and 
whd ‘should know better than he, for how 
many of his predictions have proved incor~ 
rect? The thought arises after perusal of 
the Domei telegram carrying extracts from 
the “Lavoro Fascista,” which, like other Ita= 
lian newspapers, finds much occasion for joy 
in the recent developments in the Far Bust, 
The “Lavoro Fascista" described the isolation 
of the Tientsin Concessions as a “new episoda 
in the sad sunset of the British Empire, 
land went on todeclare. “The English of today 
‘ave not the vame as those who in 1858 oc 
cupled Tientsin by force. ‘Their rights were 
imposed on all races through initiative, 
will and force. But nowadays, not only in 
Asia but also elsewhere initiative, will, and 
foree do not belong to the English any’ lon 
yet.” ‘The wish, of course, is father to the 
thought, but the whole prediction is just one 
of the many which the British have managed 
to survive, ‘The machinations of Japan do 
not appear in their proper Light to those who 
harbour such sentiments as those quoted 
above, for they do not realize that what is 
now happening to the British in Tientsin, 
shameful as it undoubtedly is, is the shame 
of every western Power, and for the future 
what they can look forwatd to with confidence, 
if Britain and France and the United States 
do not succeed in putting an end to it all. 
Let there be no mistake about it; the Axis 
Powers may very well rejoice at what is 
yoing on at the moment, but they may rest 
assured that if Japan succeeds in what she 
is now attempting the turn of the Germans 
and Italians in the Far Eost will follow. 
‘That is the significance of the Japanese in- 
spited ery of “Asia for the Asiatics,” which 

lly means Asin as the exclusive domain 
of Jupun. If they are inclined to place any 
reliance in whatever assurances they may 
have received from ‘Tokyo, let them remem- 
ber how Tokyo has been flagrantly breaking 
treaties and the Machiavellian reasons they 
have given for thelr conduct, 


If either Rome or Berlin is’ inclined to 
plice any faith in Japanese promises, they 
fare living in a fool's paradise. If they’ fancy 
that ultimately they will receive any share 
of the spoils, they delude themselves and 
the tuth is not in them. And they are in 
4 more parlous condition than is the British 
Empire in this respect, for they are without 
means of protecting their interests, when, 
and if they come to be threatened, and the 
sWtangeness of their position is all ‘the more 
to be emphasized when it is understood, as 
it should be, that the best insurance for'the 
protection of the interests of all Third-party 
















































neutrals in this China Incident is that Great 
Britain, France and the United States should 
succeed in defending their own. For the 
Purpose of temporarily embarrassing the 
democracies, both Italy and Germany are 
happily welcoming the endeavour on the part 
of Japan to undermine what after all are 
their own interests. But to return to the: 
subject of predictions such as that of the 
“Lavoro Fascista,” history has shown that 
Britain has managed to survive many of them. 
England survived Shelburne's _atrabilious 
prediction that if the Americans obtained 
their independence “the sun of England 
would set and her glories be eclipsed for 
ever.” Nevertheless he had seen how brief 
was the eclipse of glories of France caused 
by the loss of French Canada. This complac- 
‘ent acceptance of the theory that the British 
are a decadent race and that their sun is 
setting is completely traversed by the facts. 
The virility with which the British have 
replied to the demands for service which the 
policies of the Axis Powers have made neces- 
sary, the splendid volunteering which preced- 
‘ed the enactment of the compulsory service 
Bill, the uncomplaining readiness with which 
the taxpayers have assumed burdens heavier 
than in most lands, are all indices of that 
Great inherent strength and determination 
which permits of the same prophecy which 
Ruskin made in another connection, that 
“The sun will be redder still" before that 
setting which so many of Great Britain's 
enemies gleefully expect in the near future. 


If it is admitted that the British since the 
Great War were up to a few years ago taking 
things much too easily, that arose out of a 
very real desire to bring permanent peace to 
the world. If she is not so strong from a naval 
point of view as she was when that struggle 
‘come to an end, it was because by example 
it was hoped to persuade the rest of the 
world to reduce their armaments, That her 
policy failed was due to no fault of her own, 
but ‘to suggest that Great Britain has lost 
either the initiative, the will or the force to 
protect her own interests is to indicate com= 
plete failure to read the handwriting on 
the wall. ‘The British lion has always taken 
‘a deal of rousing, but once he is stirred to 
action there never has been, and will not be 
now, application of the half measures of the 
decadent, but the whole-hearted striving of 
the virile. It is one of the characteristics 
of the possessor of strength that he is so 
often reluctant to use it. Once the huge 
forces which the British Empire has under 
its control are loosed, and have failed of 
their purpose then, and only then will the 
time have come to expect the setting of that 
sun for which some people so constantly 
yearn. Mistakes of policy, and there have| 
been many enough in all conscience, need not 
necessarily reflect upon the willingness of a 
nation to fight to the last to defend its in 
terests. Because Great Britain has been 
faced with a series of difficult problems by 
the almost complete collapse of international 
morality, which at the present moment do] 
not appear easy of solution the impression 
formed in some quarters is that she will 
never solve them. Again wish indulges in 
some more parenthood, but similar problems 
have been presented in the past, when solu- 
tion has been long deferred, and it is that 
very patience which the British have demon- 
strated throughout their history which is 
most to be feared by those who consider 
themselves their enemies. That patience is 
being sadly frayed, but if matters come to 
the breaking point’ the British Empire may 
be depended to give a very good account of 
itself and it will be seen that the sun is 
neither set nor eating, but ts becoming red- 
jer still, 


























THE NEXT MOVE? 
June 19. 

‘The week-end has seen no improvement of 
the situation in the Far East, and indeed 
it may with truth be said that the whole 
of the ‘Tientsin issue now depends upon 
what Whitehall and the Quai d'Orsay decide 
what is the most appropriate step to be 
taken in the circumstances. How serious the 
situation is may be realized from the fact 
that when one nation seeks to bend another 
nation to its policies, by the use of force 
‘against some of the nationals of the latter, 
fa state as near to war as to make very 
little difference has been created. Directly’ 
the offer was made to take the question of 
the four Chinese, held in the British Con- 
cession on suspicion of murder, to arbitra- 
tion was rejected by the Japanese, on the: 
ground that the proposal was too late, and 
that the issue had assumed wider proportions, 
it became clear that the Japanese request 
for their surrender was a convenient peg on 
which to hang a totally different hat. What. 
that is, has not been officially divulged ‘at 
the moment, but if the Japanese Press is to 
be taken is any criterion, and considering 
the manner in which it is controlled, its re- 
ports may be considered as such, the objec~ 
tives which the Japanese have in view are :— 





1. A joint British and Japanese search be 
made for authors of terroristie acts al 
ready perpetrated and those which 
may be ‘committed in the future.

With regard to the first the British authori- 

ties by their prociamation of June 7, have 

done all they can be expected to do. As to 
the second they have already been doing so, 
while with regard to the third there is no 
evidence of any real merit, save in the eyes 








have been carried on in the British Con- 
cession. So far as the fourth item of the above 
interesting programme is concerned it needs 
to be remembered that C$50,000,000 repre 
sents a value in exchange which it is clear 
the Japanese, in their present position, would 
dearly like to lay thelr hands on. 


In thelr resistance to the Japanese demands. 
whether they are as above, or include others 
which have not yet been published, the 
British and French Concessions are ‘being 
subjected to a siege which may imperil the 
lives of British subjects and French citizens, 
and possibly of other third-party nationals, 
either by starvation, or by the outbreak of 
commotions which may be considered in- 
evitable when large numbers of Chinese are 
deprived of their sustenance. There appear’ 
to be three courses open to the British Gov- 
ernment to meet this threat short of going 

‘war, the removal of Japan from the list of 
‘most favoured” nations, denunciation of the 
Anglo-Japanese Treaty ‘of 1911, closing the 
markets of Great Britain and of the British 
Crown Colonies to the Japanese, and thirdly 
the imposition of heavy tariffs ‘on Japanese 
‘goods. All considerations relating to the ques- 
ton of the notice to Japan which may be re~ 
quired under treaty may be completely 
ignored ; Japan's disregard for commitments 
of this nature provides all the precedent neces~ 
sary for any such step, There is some difficulty 
with regard to the trade of the Dominions, 
and they might be reluctant to follow suit, 
but it should not be beyond the financial 
ability of Great Britain to aflord them ade 
‘quate compensation for loss of trade if they 
decided to follow suit. The complete closing 
of the British Empire to Japanese trade, or 
the subjection of it to very manifest dis- 
advantages should not present insuperable 
financial difficulties, and might in the long 
run form the cheapest method of impressing 
upon Japan that limits to British patience 
fare not unreachable, 


If for the moment France has not been 
mentioned it should be pointed out that while 
the country primarily aimed at is Great 
Britain, France has been dragged in, and 
there is between the two Powers the ‘com~ 
pletest understanding and willingness to co- 
‘operate, demonstrating that while Japan 
would ‘prefer to pick off the Occidental 
Powers piecemeal she is unlikely to succeed. 
The United States, while sympathetically 
watching developments, is not up to the 
resent involved. There is no knowing when 
they will be, for there is always the danger 
that the present situation in Tientsin might 
Jead to Americans being involved to their 
disadvantage. They are, nevertheless, being 
besieged in exactly the same way as alll 
‘other foreigners resident in the British and 
French Concessions, and may with them 
‘even suffer more. ‘The Japanese may argue 
that such nationals need not reside in the 
Concessions, but the answer to that conten- 
tion is that the Japanese have no right to 
interfere with them no matter where they 
may care to live. That sentiment in the 
United States is in favour of the Powers 
which are thus being attacked in China is 
indicated by the Press comment which has 
been received. Public opinion is being 
outraged by what is going on, and if Wash- 
ington finally finds ‘itself obliged to de- 
part from its present attitude of watchful 
‘waiting, there can be little doubt that it 
will receive the support of the majority in 
the country ; indeed it will take very little 
now to crystallize American opinion in 
favour of even a stronger line in the Pacific 
than Washington has taken up to the pre- 
sent, though even upon that score there is 
no ground whatever for complaint. Such 
serious developments would probably be 
averted were the Japanese nation not being 
dragged headlong into further complications 
by the Army which has fairly got the bit 
between its teeth. Behind the asseverations 
‘of complete support for what it is doing in 
China, there is to be noticed signs of anxiety 
in more than one influential quarter, and 
it might almost be taken for granted that in 
some circles at least the gravest concern is 
being felt lest Japan is obliged to do what 
she looks to be on the verge of “doing, — 
biting off more than she can conveniently 
chew. If she does it will not be. for the 
first time.

‘The 
attempt by Tokyo official circles, as indicated 
in the Domei message from that city appear~ 
ing in these columns yesterday, to cover up 
what has been admitted to be a much wider 
issue than that of handing over four Chinese 
‘accused of murder, but against whom there 

in the British view insufficient proof, will 
carry not one iota of conviction to those who 
seek to approach consideration of the matter 
from any except the strabismic point of view 
of the Japanese. It has been shown that 
the Chinese accused are demanded merely 
as the specious excuse for a course of action 
caleulated seriously to threaten, if not actual- 
ly imperil, British interests in the Far East 
That is the only possible view which can, 
in the light of all the facts now available, 
be accepted ; to accept any other would be 
to deny the realities of the situation, When 
the history of the past twenty-three months 
is reviewed it is clear that the policy of the 
Japanese actually in charge of the opera~ 
tions in China has been dominated by an 
anti-British sentiment, Not so much  be- 
cause of the assistance which Great Britain, 
acting completely within her rights as a 
neutral, has been affording China,—for one 
of the ‘largest suppliers of war material to 
that government has been one of the nations 
united with Japan in the Anti-Comintern 
Pact,—but because the ultimate aim of the 
Japanese has been the total destruction of 
foreign rights and interests in this country. 


It will be remembered that on several 
occasions anti-British sentiment has been 
allowed to flare up in Japan itself, as wit- 
ness during the early months of the hostili- 
ties the mass meetings demanding war with 
Great Britain, carefully suppressed by the 
authorities, and now permitted to flare up 
with the wildest assertions against the con- 
duct of that nation which Japan first desires 
to eliminate. Keeping this particular factor 
in mind, it is possible to consider the mutual 
beating 'of the Tientsin and Kulangsu ine 
cidents upon each other. When the Japan 
ese sought by force to take over control of 
Kulangsu, an international settlement, al 
most identic protests were lodged by’ the 
British, French and United States Govern- 
ments, and what at one time seemed likely 
to be a rapid seizure of the island was 
prevented by the action of the three protest 
ing Powers. The internationality of Kulangsu 
has up to the present at least ensured the 
continuance of its status, and may continue 
to be its best protection, for the Japanese 
Government is anxiously’ desirous of doing 
ais little as possible to antagonize American 
feeling which has already been aroused to 
such an extent that all the Japanese devices 
to promote a friendlier understanding have 
come to naught. Tientsin presented a some- 
what different, and to Japanese eyes at least 
a rather simpler problem. Had it been pc 
sible for the Japanese to have isolated the 
British Concession alone, today's telegrams 
indicate that she would ‘have done so, but 
the propinquity of the French Concession to 
the British necessitated its inclusion in any 
siege which was contemplated of the British. 
IC it had been possible to have excluded the 
French Concession from the results of any 
hostile act Japan contemplated against the 
British, there is no doubt that the Japanese 
would have done so, if only for the purpose 
of doing nothing to make Anglo-French 
understanding in the Far East not quite so 
complete as fortunately it is. 


To the Japanese it seemed that, as differ- 
cent considerations applied in the two places, 
it might be possible to drive wedges between 
the Americans, British and French, and at 
the same time divert public attention in 
Japan itself from the fact that despite prac- 
tically two years’ warfare, what was to have 
been a matter of a few months now presents 
the likelihood of taking two or oven 
three years more. ‘The Japanese armies 
have overrun vast areas of China, but their 
‘oceupation is of the scantiest, their authority 
running little further than ‘the range of a 
rifle bullet. ‘The Army has to have some- 
thing to present to Japan to justify the 
Slood, and money which has been lavishly 
poured out in an attempt to secure a military 
political, and economic hegemony over a 
Country ‘upon which it has long had its eyes. 
The Chinese have not been particularly ac- 
commodating in the matter, and the indica~ 
tions are that the Japanese Army would like 
to present the British and French Conces- 
sions in Tientsin to their nation as an earnest 
of their achievement, and a promise of big 
ger things to come. ‘If they can do that by 
the anniversary of the Lukouehiao ineident 
so much the better ; it would serve to allay 
for the time being at any rate that anxiety 
and disapproval, which is felt in certain 
sections of Japanese public o of the 
policy adopted by the Japanese army in 
China. Hence the shameful behaviour of 
the Japanese in Tientsin and the indignities 
they’ seek to heap upon unoffending British 
civilians in the hope of bringing about as 
carly a surrender as possible. Even the 
Japanese-admit, however, that the British in 
tthe northern port are digging themselves in

Reviewing the fighting in the 
‘months of April and May this year, 
General Ho declared that the Chinese, 
in-April, had launched attacks along 
all fronts, following severe fighting

tung, Honan and Anhwel, where there

Siangtan, Hu, June 6. 

Rumours are flying thick and fast 
again: it is reported that news has 
been brought to this city from the 
Provineial Government and National 
Governments to evacuate as soon as 
possible. ‘The immediate reason is 
fear of bombing this open city and 
fires that follow. ‘The Government 
will transfer to the country and all 
the schools éither closed or follow 
into some country fastness to con- 
tinue. Since only” primary schools 
‘are open here, there is no doubt that 
ifthe order is carried out all schools 
will close at once. 

Foreigners are advised, not off- 
ciclly, that no protection can be 
afforded them here, in case of fight. 
ing or bombing. ‘The idea is that 
they should follow the into 
the country. The news of fighting 
fon the Hunan fronts has been hope- 
ful, but there is no doubt that those 
in authority are taking no chances 
and preparing for the worst. The 
police department is to remain in- 
Sefinitely, and the hope is that as 
Jong as the police can stay, the for- 
eigner can remain, The last evacua- 
tion saw the police among the frst 
to flee. It was probably rather 
serious, that since nothing happened, 
the police did not remain at that 
timenow they are ordered to stick 
to the last. 

No Railway Service: 


In thd light of the past evacuation, 
fone’ must feel that this is going to 
fase’ untold hardship to many poor 
people, even as that one did. Now 
there are no good roads nor’ trains 


\-Kwelchow Railway ran trains 
to the end of thei 
thousands away, 
connected with the army and gé 
‘ernment could go by bus.

Dug-ouls Proved Sate 

‘The Japanese raid yesterday proved 
conclusively the safely of dug-outs 
made under rocks. Several heavy 
bombs made direct hits on one parti- 
cularly good dug-out, which has five

‘The bombs made craters ten feet 
deep in the sand above the dug-out 

it'made no impression on the rock. 
‘Three exits were blocked by falling, 
earth, but the occupants escaped in 
the two remaining exits, no worse 
for the experience. 

‘One bomb made a direct hit on 
another dug-out, hurling a huge piece 
‘of rock down the hill-side and wound- 
ing three persons standing outside ite

‘Another interesting feature of

‘A group of the traditional guards 
of the tomb of Genghis Khan followed 
the entourage into China and will 
continue in their duties at the tem- 
porary resting place of the remain: 

‘The Chinese Government ha 
promised to return’ the remains to 
Yiking-hotor after the Sino-Fapanese 
hostilities have been concluded. It 
hhas also promised elaborately to re- 
build the tomb, 

Priests, Cavalry, and Troops

During the month, contagious dis- 
ccises never attained epidemic pro- 
portions, although there was a. slight 
Imerease in comparison with the pre~ 
vious month, without however, any 
change in the death rate. Typhoid 
‘nd paratyphoid notifications were the 
‘most important and on the increase. 
More than double among the Chinese, 
while a slight decrease was noted 
among the foreigners, but among the 
rr two deaths were recorded out 
lof three new cases as against 27 deaths 
among the Chinese out of 79 cases. 

‘Diphtheria continued its downward 
trend among the foreigners but re~ 
mained steady among the Chinese. 
Relapsing fever inereased notably 
‘amongst the Chinese population. A 
Tew sporadic eases of typhus appear- 
ed but there was nothing of im- 
portance as compared to last year's 
corresponding period. Tuberculosis: 
inereased slightly: whilst smallpox has 
practically’ disappeared, 

Prophylactic Measures 

‘The anti-cholera inoculation cam- 
paign which began on April 1 con 
tinued with vigour during May. An 
‘extensive campaign to immunize the 
major portion of the population was 
planned before a possible outbreak 
‘of cholera, Certain. dificulties have 
Somehow slackened a bit this 
ambitious programme, However, after 
two months all congested places of 
Iinportance in the Concession have 
been thoroughly dealt with. Different 
administrations, schools (more than 
80,000 pupils and students), factories, 
relugee camps. Residents ‘were con- 
curcently inoculated district by dis- 
trict, During the month of May, 
344,780 inoculations were given, im- 
‘munizing 248,789 persons.

Shanghai, June 16, 

“An order of the Court must be 
obeyed," stated Judge P. Grant Jones 
in HM, Supreme Court yesterday 
when ordering Spencer S. Moosa 10 
prison for non-payment of $961.25, 
ue under a maintenance order in 
respect of his wife and two children. 
It was explained to Moosa that should 
the sum be paid into Court by him 
the order would not “be put into 
effect. 

‘Made on April 19 this year the 
order stipulated that Moosa should 
pay $05 a month to his wife, $156 a 
‘month for one child and $120 a month 
for a second child, This, stated Mr, 
K, E. Newman, for Mrs. Moosa, ha 
not been paid. 

Tn a statement in Court Moosa 
stated that the two children had been 
virtually maintained by petitioner's 
father for a year. Here Mr. New- 
‘man pointed out that petitioner had 
had to borrow from her father for 
heavy medical. expenses in connec- 
tion with the two ehildren. In making. 
the committal order the Judge stated 
that should the money be paid the 
order would not proceed. "Can T 
‘get a fow things before I go to jail,’ 
slated Moosa in reply. 


HLM. Police Court 
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The frst witness, Dr. Wiadimir 
Koree of M0 Szechuen Road, told. 
the Coroner that at about 11. pm, on 
June 6 he was called to the Japan- 
ese Military Hospital in Pootung. 
and was conveyed. there by launch, 
Here he saw Tinkler, who appeared 
to be in “a very bad state,” He was 
perspiring profusely, and was in a 
cold’ sweat, witness ‘added. In addi- 
lion his hands were cold and he was 
‘ahinost ‘without pulse, 

"I looked at him and I gained the 
impression,” Dr. Kore ‘continued, 
“that he was suffering from very bad 
Internal injuries, His body and some 
arts of his clothes were covered in 
‘blood and there was only one hope 
for him—an_ immediate operation to 
repair the internal injuries as far as 
possible.” Tinkler, he stated, was 
faken to a launch ‘on a stretcher by 
‘Japanese marines and was conveyed 
to the Customs Jetty. From there he 
was removed to the General Hospi 
tal” by ambulance, witness having 
gone on ahead to'see that every- 
thing, was prepared, 

Tinkler arrived at the hospital at 
about 1140 pm, Dr. Korec told the 
Coroner, and an’ operation was com- 
menced in the presence of his part- 
ner Dr. Sunsbak, and two Japanese 
surgeons from the Naval ‘Landing 
Party who, later, were joined. by 
‘another, Japanese "surgeon in uni 
form. “We opened the abdomen and 
‘on examining the Intestines from the 
stomach to the end we found several 
perforations in the small intest~ 
Ines.” he said. “I closed the per- 
forations and then there were some 
other injuries in that part where the 
small intestines are. There was some 
blood from the sub-arteries inthe 
{lssue which holds the small intest= 
ines,” 

After stating that the sub-arteries 
had been closed Dr. Korec explained 
that inside the abdominal cavity he 
found liquid and coagulated ” iood. 
During the operation, he added, the 
patient was bleeding very badly and 
he had the impression that he would 
expire on the table. Saline and 
glucose were administered to assist 
the function ‘of the heart, 14 litres 
being given to the man, 

The» operation finished at about 
2.15 am, on June 7 and at that time 
‘Tinkler ‘had ‘very little pulse. At 
5.30 the same morning "he died. 
Answering | the Coroner Dr, Korec. 
sald that’ Tinkler had a Tacerated 
‘wound on the head, and above the 
right hip there was ‘a wound in the 
skin which had perforated the ab- 
dominal wall, “A similar wound was 
fon the left side of the body under 
the rib while the hands and forearm 
were covered with bruises, 

‘The Coroner—Had these injuries 
been treated? 

Dr. Korce—Only one was treated 
superficially, 

‘This was the wound on the right 
side where the skin had. been 
stitched up. When I removed the 
stitches to investigate plenty of 
blood poured out from the wound, 
‘There was a small bandage around 
his head. 

Asked ‘if earlier treatment would 
have saved Tinkler’s life, Dr. Korec 
stated “All the medical and surgical 
hooks state that the earlier an opera~ 
tion is performed in such a. case 
the better the chance of recovery. In 
my opinion he would have had a 
very good chance of recovery had 
there been an early operation, especi- 
ally as all the injuries were in the 
‘small intestines which are much less. 
infectious than the large.” 

'Dr, Tan George Anderson, in de- 
seribing a post mortem examination 
he had made on Tinkler’s body at 
the General Hospital on June 7, 
stated that he had conducted this in 
the presence of Dr. Korec, Dr. 
‘Sundsbak, Dr. Hertz and a Japanese 
doctor, His report, which was handed 
to the Coroner, tevealed that there 
had been bruising on the left arm 
‘end shoulder, right forearm and 
hand and on ‘the right leg. There 
‘were also drag marks on his back 
which had caused bruising and 
abrasions, 

‘Tinkler had sustained one stab 
‘wound on the right flank of the 
abdomen, one stab wound on the 
left flank of the abdomen, on “the 
right buttock, the right thigh and in 
the abdomen: These wounds in the’ 
abdomen were eight to ten inches 
in length, ‘The term bayonet wounds 
wes flt to describe these injuries the 
report stated, 

‘An internal examination had 
revealed that there were two stab 
wounds in the abdominal cavity and 
many perforations in the intestines. 
Peritonitis was commencing around 
the wounds and the cause of death 
was shock and haemorrhage due to 
stab wounds in the abdomen, In 
ull there were five stab wounds, the 
Feport stated, all of them probably 
hhaying been ‘caused by the same 
instrument or the same type of| 
instrument. To cause the damage 
that they did ‘considerable force 
‘must have been used. Answering the 
Coroner, Dr, Anderson stated that 
the marks on ‘Tinkler's back were 
consistent ‘with his having been 
ragged along the ground. 

‘William Brankin, a clerk employed 
by the China Printing & Finishing 
Co, at the Lun Chong mill, told the 






































Coroner that at about 8 am, on 
Sane 6 he was looking out of the 
bathroom. window and” he noticed 
Several Japanese marines running to 
the company's pontoon where there 
was 9 band of Chinese, "several of 
Whom appeared to be armed with 
sticks, 

‘The Chinese, witness continued, 
were marched by "the, “dapaness 
Through the gateway and “into 
iit compound where’ they were 
Halted about ten yards frm the 
mice buildings.”

‘Tinkler tried 
to grab it but several of the Japanese 
rommeneed to beat him with thelr 
rifles and he was hit both with 
bayonets and the rifle butts. saw 
him on the ground once and the 
Japanese still appeared to be beating 
him. He then got to his feet and 
Sharples and” Chadwick rushed in 
amongst the Japanese trying to push

“A few seconds later I saw Tinkier

‘thought that the foreigners might be 
atlacked, they armed themselves as 
‘a precautionary measure. 

They had seven Webleys, he added 
fout ‘Tinkler’s Mauser was his own 
private’ property. Instructions “had 
been issued that’ the firearms were 
only to be used in case of urgent 
necessity. Tinkler had been placed 
‘in charge of the firearms and he had 
the authority to issue them at his own 
discretion, 

‘Answering the Coroner, witness 
stated that he had not heard of any 
agreement made by the company with 
the Japanese that frearms could only. 
be used with the prior consent of 
Commander Nojii 

‘As Tinkler arrived, bleeding trom 
the mouth, he stated, Stott, Chadwick 
and himself were trying to make 
the Japanese N.C.O. understand that 
some of the Chinese were loyal 
people. The N.C.O., however, did not 
Appear to understand. At this point 
Tinkler threatened the man with bis 
gun and told him to take his men 
away, witness added, while Stott, 
Chadwick "and “himself tried to 
separate the company's Inunch crew 
from the gang of coolies. They were 
prevented, however, by the Japanese 
Nico. 

Around about this time another 
bunch of marines were arriving from 
the direction of the mill. “This caused 
Tinkler to start flourishing his gun 
‘again and all the time we were trying 
to pacify him, but he threatened to 
hit us if we did not leave him alone,” 
Mr. Sharples went on. By this time 
the Japanese had encircled them and 
‘witness saw Commander  Noji ap- 
prosching them. At this point he 
stated to the others that as the Com- 
mander could speak English they 
‘could come to an arrangement. 

‘As Commander " Nojiapproched 
them Tinkler threatened him with his 
kun and told him to take his men 
away. ‘The Commander then’ went 
‘outside the circle of marines, who 
loaded their rifles and ‘pointed them 
in the direction of witness and the 
‘other foreigners. “After about half- 
ja-minute Commander No}i beckoned 
‘me to fo to him and he then asked 
me how the trouble had started and 
1 was trying to explain to him when 
‘Stott joined us.” witness added, 
“Stott and I explained that when the 
launch arrived with our loyal people 
the strikers came from sampans and 
joined our loyal people on the pon- 
toon. All of them were placed’ to- 
gether by the Japanese marines and 
‘were allowed to enter the mill.” 

‘Witness and Stott then asked Com- 
imander Noji why he had allowed 
his people to let the strikers enter 
the mill and his reply was that if he 
hhad stopped them the trouble would 
have Deen much greater. . At that 
time there was a sue and Stott and 
witness went towards ‘Tinkler and 
asked him what was the matter. His 
reply was that he wanted to go to 
breakfast but the Japanese would not 
allow him to do s0. 

“T then left him with the intention 
‘of asking permission from Com~ 
/mander Noji for his being allowed 10 
Fo to breakfast.” said Mr. Sharples, 
“when I heard another scuffle. 1 then 
turned round and saw a marine 
ing up Tinkler's gun while six or seven 
marines started to beat him with, 
their rifles. From what 1 saw they 
were using the flat of their bayonets. 
I ran to his assistance, shouting to, 
the Japanese to stop and by the time 
T had reached him he was in a semi- 
kneeling position. 

Chadwick was also there at this 
time, and with the aid of one or two 
narines we lifted him to his feet, 
Commander Noji then came up and 























Struck him three or four — times, 
although 1 did not see what he was 
using. I asked Commander Nofi to 
stop and he did so. ‘The marines 
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then pulled Tinkler in the direction 
‘of the mill and he fell on the ground 
‘and ‘was dragged about, twenty-five 
yards by his arms and Jegs” 

‘Mr. Sharples added that he asked 
Commander No}i where Tinkler was 
being conveyed and was told that he 
would be taken to the Japanese 
military “hospital. The “Commander 
‘ured that witness could accompany 
‘Tinkler to the hospital, and. he 
allowed Stott to go as well. After 
Tinkler had been dragged for about. 
twenly-five yards he got to his feet, 
but witness did not see if he was. 
assisted oF not. 

Tinkler then walked to the outside 
Rate, being assisted by witness on 
the right side and a Japanese on the 
left. There was blood on his clothes 
by his left back. Once outside they 
entered a motor car and as soon as 
they arrived at the hospital a, Japan 
lese surgeon began to examine Tinkler. 
After taking off all his. clothes he 
began to stiteh his wounds and while 
this was ‘being done Tinkler com- 
plained of pains in his stomach, ‘The 
time, witness said, would be about 
9.30 am, 

“The ‘doctor said in English that 
his wounds were not deep,” Mr. 
Sharples went on, “and later he 
‘would be all right, The largest wound 
he said was lengthways and did not 
touch his stomach, When his wound 
hhad been dressed 1 asked the doctor 
Mt T could take ‘Tinkler back to the 
‘mill and he replied "No, he must stay 
here for medical attention.” ‘Tinkler 
was then taken to a room in the back 
and laid across two or three camp 
beds. ‘They provided him’ with a 
pillow and a blanket und Tinkler 
asked for a drink of brandy,” 
“Continuing, Mr. Sharples stated, 
“The doctor said that he did not want 
to give him brandy as he was alt 
it would make him worse and he was 

a drink of water’ instead, 

ind T were then left alone 

until about 12 o'elock and he again 

complained about pain in his stomach, 

1 went to see the doctor but he had 
tone to ‘tifin, 

‘The doctor came back at about 12.48 
when I told him that ‘Tinkler was 
complaining about his stomach, I 
‘asked for a morphia injection and the 
jdoctor sald that he could not give 
one as he was afraid that his heart 
could not stand it, He then went to 
look at Tinkler and explained the 
Feason why he could not give him 
morphia, ‘Tinkler then asked for 
sleeping’ injection and the doctor 
‘ave him this.” 

‘Witness then told Tinkler that he 
was going 10 leave him to go to 
‘Shanghai to have him’ removed. and 
he consented, He then asked the 
doctor if he could leave the place 
and received an answer in the affirm: 
ative when someone spoke to the 
doctor in Japanese and he then stated 
that witness could not go, At about 
2.30 some officers came in with a 
‘Japanese in plain ‘clothes and the 
latter informed witness that it was 
ot necessary for him to stay. 

He then left and went to the mill 
and from there to the Shanghai ofice, 
where he reported to the directors, 
Here he pointed out that although 
‘Tinkler's wound had been treated, 
he should be removed ax he was 
complaining about pains in “his 
stomach, 

Questioned by the Coroner, Mr. 
‘Sharples stated that when he had run 
towards the group of Chinese at the 
mill he had had his revolver in his 
hand, but when he had realized what 
the position was he had put it in his 
pocket, ‘There it had remained 
until the time Tinkler was disarmed, 
As he was attempting to stop the 
marines beating Tinkler a Japanese 
came and snatched it from his pocket, 
breaking the Janyard,. which was 
‘hanging around his neck. 

AL this stage the Coroner adjourned 
the enquiry until June 16, 
































Resumed Meuring 
June 17. 

Covered with huge bloodstains and 
dirty drag marks a white shirt and 
& pair of khaki. shorts, which had 
been worn by the late Mr, R. M. 
Tinkler, were produced as’ ex- 
hibits in Hi. M. Coroner's Court, 
yesterday when the inquest. was re- 
sumed by Mr. C. 1H, Haines, HM. 
Coroner. Evidence was given by 
eye-withesses of the struggle be- 
tween Tinkler and the Japanese 
marines, one of whom saw the man 
stabbed’ by bayonets, and. by a 
British Consular official, who was re- 
fused permission to sce ‘Tinkler at 
the military hospital in Pootung and 
who was informed by the surgeon, 
who had attended him, that his eon: 
dition was not serious, 

Present at the enquiry were Mr. H. 
H, Thomas, H.M. Consul for Japanese 
Affairs, and Mr, John MeNeill, in- 
structed by the China Printing & 
Finishing Co. on behalf of the next 
of kin of deceased and on behalf of 
the company. 

Ivan James Ogilvie Grant, engineer 
employed by the China Printing & 
Finishing Co. at the Lun Chong mill, 
told the Coroner that at about 7.45 
fon the morning of June 6 he was in 
his room in the flats above the office 
building and he noticed a crowd of 
about 30 strikers. who were landing 
fon the pontoon from sainpans. He 





Fushed down to the lounge and ine 
formed those present of what was. 
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happening and then made a dash 
towards the mill. 

‘At the end of the office building, 
where it met the road going to the 
Bate, he noticed about {en Japanese | 
sailors coming over a low iron fence 
from the Shanghai Dockyards. These 
sailors immediately rushed up and 
‘opened the mill gates from the inside 
of the compound, allowing strikers 
‘and loyal workers to come inside. 

‘The Japanese sailors allowed the 
strikers, who were carrying  long| 
sticks to enter, ‘These people, he 
stated, had been placed by the Japan- 
ese on the right hand side of the gate 
‘and were not under escort. When 
they had all got together one of them 
gave a shout and they rushed towards 
the Power House, 

"I pointed to these men running 
with the sticks.” Mr. Grant continued, 
“and T started to run after them, 
appealing to the Japanese to come 
with me. Not one’ would come, how- 
ever. ‘Then I tried to stop these 
strikers from manhandling the loyal 
workers but T'was stopped by a 
Japanese sergeant, who had followed. 
He made me understand that all the 
men—strikers and non-strikers—had_ 
to be taken to Pootung, 

Following this witness proceeded to 
the ‘flats shut down the plant and 
‘proceeded to the flats. On the way 
hhe was met by Commander Noji, who 
explained that he was very angry. 
‘because some foreigners had used 
‘guns. At a conference at Comma: 
Noji's quarters about. a week before, 
he explained, the Commander had 
stated that ail the guns were to be 
put in the hands of a responsible. 
foreigner and were to be kept under 
locke ‘and key.

‘The one an only time he saw

William Vale King Chadwick. 
textile supervisor, stated that at about 
8 am, on June 6 he was aroused by 
volees in the room next to his and. 
‘on looking through the doorway, he 
saw Sharples, Stott and Tinicler 
arming themselves. He put some 
lothes on and went outside. 

‘When he was on the corridor of 
the stairs ne save, through a window, 
Tinklor struggling with two Japanese 
marines and was able to see that he 
shad had a gun in his hand, “He went 
into the compound where Tinkler 
was walking about and threatening 
the Japanese with his gun in-an ate 
tempt to get the company's loyal 
Chinese away. Sharples, Tinkter and 
witness then iried to get the Iaodah 
away from the group to send him to 
Shanghai but the Japanese would not 
allow him to go 

Japanese reinforcements then came 
into the compound from Pootung and 
formed a wide circle around them, 
Commdr. Noji came along and 
‘Tinkler threatened him, among others. 
with his yun. Sharples and witness 
tried to persuade Tinkler to modify 
his attitude and after sometime they. 
persuaded “him to yo towards the 
Mats, He tried to go but was stopped 
‘vy the Japanese, witness continued. 

‘A. number of Japanese then closed 
in around them and ‘Tinkler’s un was. 
Knocked out of his hand. Six or 
seven Japanese immediately started 
eating Tinkler with rifle butts, rifles 
‘and bayonets and Sharples and. wit- 
hess tried to prevent them without 
siceess. 

‘Answering the Coroner Mr. Chad- 
wick stated that he was on the right 
hand side of Tinkler facing the river. 
‘The Japanese marines closed in on 
‘Pinkler and some were hitting him 
fon the head with rille barrels, some 
‘were hitting him on the lex and some 
were hitting “him on the | back. 
ce Noji, he said, beat him 
seabbard when "Tinkler was 
being held by a number of marines 
towards the end of the strugatle. 
‘These blows were struck about the 
hhead, neet and shoulders. 

Tinkler eventually fell to the 
ground and was dragged by four 
marines. Witness called to a few 
of the foreigners, who were standing 
fon the steps of the flats, to go with 
him and Tinkler but they were not 
allowed to proceed by the Japanese. 
‘Witness followed ‘Tinkler ‘and the 
four Japanese, ‘Tinkler being dragged 
for about thirty yards and carried off 
the round for about the same dis- 
ice. He then persuaded them to let 
him walk and he walked along sup- 
ported by the Japanese. Sharples 
and Stott then came along and told 
witness that they had arranged with, 
Commadr, Noji to goto the hospital 
‘and Sharples advised him to go back. 

‘The Coroner-Did you uotice any- 
thing when they began to drag 
Tinkler? 

‘Mr. Chadwiek—His shirt was cover 
ed with blood on the left side and 
the Thad a nuinber of red marks on 

legs. 












































Alfred Robitschek, textile _super- 
iendent at the Lun’ Chong mill, said 
that just after 8 am. trouble broke 
out in the mill. ‘Tinkler was sur- 
rounded by a group of Japanese and 
he scemed tobe talking, He was 
pointing with his teft hand while he 
held a pistol in his right hand, this 
being pointed in the direction of the 
Japanese. Witness saw Chadwick, 
Stott and Sharples, who were near 
him, speak to him but he pushed 
them away and kept on walking up 
and down’ that small cirele, holding 
his pistol at the same time. 

‘The Japanese then closed up to him 
‘and witness saw then hit im with 
their rifle varrels. At the start one 
of two hit his arm and the next 
thing he saw was Tinkler being hit 
with a rifle butt at the back of his 
head. “Immediately afterwards | T 
saw another one stabbing him with 
‘bayonet at the lower part of his 
Tett side." witness went on. “I saw 
others attacking him with bayonets: 
from the front and) then he dis- 
appeared from view. The next thing 
[saw was how he was dragged on 
the ground, the Japanese having hold 
fof his arms and legs.” 

James Francis Ford, Consular 
officer at HEM. Consulate’ General in 
Shanghai, stated that on June 6 he 
was Instructed to go the Lun Chong 
cotton mill at Pootung at about 2.10 
pm. He arrived there shortly after 
220 pm. and took statements from 
eye-witnesses of an incident that had 
taken place there that morning. 
Tinkler, he ascertained. had been 
wounded by bayonets, and in com- 
pany with three directors of the China 
Printing & Finishing Co., he went to 
interview Commer. Noji Chief of 
the Japanese Naval Landing Party 
in Pootung. 

His abject was to ascertain Tinkler’s 
condition, to see him and, if possible, 
to secure his release. ' “Commdr. 
Noji refused me permission to see 
Tinkler,” he said. Negotiations be- 
tween Commdr. Nojit and himself 
finished shortly before 5 o'clock but 
he did not leave the Naval Landing 
Party Headquarters in Pootung. He 
telephone to H.ML Consulate and 
stated that Tinkler had been wounded 
but he had not been allowed to see 

im. 

He was instructed to return as the 
matter was being negotiated directly. 
‘As there was no launch, however, he 
Femained at the Headquarters uniil 7 
pm. and Commdr.  Noji. introduced 
hhim to the surgeon, who had treated 
‘Tinkler for his wounds. “I question 
ed the surgeon through an. inter- 
preter.” he continued, "about the state 
of Tinkler. ‘The surgeon told me 
that Tinkler was not seriously 
‘wounded, that he had been very ex: 
eiteable at first but had quietoned 
down after receiving an_ injection. 
Tinkler was now comfortable and 
although so far he had taken nothing. 
Dut water, he would be able to take 
some porridge the next morning. I 
was reassured by this report and 
returned.” 

Herbert Stott, Technical Depart- 
ment supervisor. Lun Chong mill 
said that on looking through the wine 
dow of the saloon he saw two Japan- 
ese sentries at the mill gates after 
Grant had reported the presence of 
strikers at the pontoon. He immedi- 
‘ately ran outside and made his way 
towards the mill gates. On arriving 
at the corner of the office he saw a 
detachment of eight marines and these 
marines 















































were escorting strikers 
inside, 
Immediately the main body of 


strikers had entered they broke away 
‘and made for the Power House, no 
atlempt being made by: the Japanese 
escort to stop the strikers, | Upon 
seeing this he went back to Sharples 
‘ond both agreed to go ond get a 
gun each. 

Tinkler then came out of his room 
and witness followed him. After 
rounding a wood pile he saw Tinkler 
struggling with two Japanese sentries. 
‘who had their rifles crossed in front 
of him, while he was trying to push 
them down, . Witness arrived within 
about twenty yards of him and the 
struggling ceased. “Tinkler came to- 
wards him and he asked him wha! 
Was the matter, witness receiving a 
muttered reply. which he did not 
understand. “His mouth was bleedin 
and he was in a pale and exciteable 
condition. They then both returned 
to a position near the office, where 
they Joined Sharples 

Witness then left Sharples and 
‘Tinkler and went outside to ask the 
Japanese to allow them to take their 
loyal workers, when one of the sold- 
jers stepped out of the ranks and 
raised a stick at him. He then 
realized that nothing could be done 
and returned to Tinkler an Sharples 

‘A few minutes later Commdr. Nojt 
arrived and Sharples and he went to 
meet him, leaving Tinkler, who was 
na very exeiteable condition. Noji 
‘asked for an explanation of what had 
happened and so witness and Sharples 
began to draw diagrams on the floor 
explaining the happenings. Witness 
was squatting and Sharples was 
standing up when another seufle was 
heard. Sharples eft and was fol- 
Towed a few moments Tater by 
iCommar. Noji 

'L attempted to rise to look around.” 
witness stated, “to see what was hap- 
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pening but one of the officers struck 
‘me and xnocked me down. Thres, 
‘marines took a position and stood 
over me and the interpreter from 
the BAT. spoke to them and then 
they allowed me to get up. On get~ 
ting up 1 turned around facing the 
strtiggle that was taking place at the 
same time handing my gun to the 
oMficer. 

Tinkler seemed to be having a very. 
bad time, being beaten by’ several 
Japanese. Commdr. Noji also took 
‘a hand in it.” Answering the 
Coroner witness stated that all he saw 
was the Japanese marines lifting their 
rifle butis and striking Tinkler.. Then 
thes got hold of Tinkler and dragged 
hhim along the ground, along the path 
towards the Poolung gate. After 
about 30 yards he got to his feet. 








‘attended him. “He just staunched the 
flow of blood, put some iodine in and 
stitched some'of the bayonet wounds.” 
he continued.. “He also fixed some 
bandages around Tinkler's waist. 
‘Atter this Tinkler was put into. a 
room while witness left with fis 
clothes. At this point a pair of shorts 
‘and a white shirt were produced, 
‘covered in blood on the left trouser 
leg and on the left side around the 
waist. respectively. These, he, stated. 
were the. clothes which had been 
‘worn by Tinkler. 

He stated that he had armed him- 
self as there did not appear to be any 
attempt by the Japanese to stop the 
Strikers. “Having had experience of 
what strikers could do he had armed 
himself for self preservation and to 
protect the property. 

‘The inquest was then adjourned 
until June 19, 


Final Hearing 
June 20, 
Evidence was concluded in HM: 
Coroner's Court yesterday morning 
into the circumstances surrounding 
the death of Mr. R. M. Tinker. 
In adjournittg the enquiry until today 
at 10.15 am. Afr. C. H. Haines, HM. 
Coroner, expressed regret that a re- 
quest from the Court to the Japanese 
Consular Court for the attendance of 
three members of the Japanese Noval 
Landing Party had been ignored. 
“The usual request was sent from 
this Court.” Mr. Haines stated, "to 
the Japanese Consular Court asking. 
for the attendance of three members 
fof the Japanese Naval Landing Party 
to give evidence in this inquest. It 
is a matter of regret that none of 
these members have appeared in this 
Court and I propose to consider the 
evidence and form my. conclusion 
which { will deliver tomorrow (Tues- 
day) morning at 10.15 in this Court 
‘The last witness to give his testi- 
mony at the enquiry was Mr. Henry 
Hugh Thomas, HME Consul for 
Japanese Affairs, who told _ the 
Coroner that at 5 pm. on June 6 the 
‘Japanese Consul-General, accompanied 
by a member of his staff, called to 
‘see the British Consul-General about 
the Tinkler affair. ‘The Superintend- 
ing Consul and witness were both 
present during the discussion, during 
the course of which Mr. Ford, HM. 
Vice-Consul. telephoned from’ Poo- 
tung reporting his failure to obtain 
acess to Mr. Tinkler and also that 
hho had been’ informed by eye-wit- 
nesses that Tinkler had been. bayo- 
ted several times, 
Witness thereupon suggested to his 
‘Consul-General that arrangements 
should be made for him to igo at once 























‘The British’ Consul- 
iL asked the Japanese Consul- 
General whether in fact Tinkler had 
been bayonetted, the reply being that 
there was no information to” that 
effect and that Tinkler's injuries had 
been caused by blows from the butt 
of a rifle, these injuries being be- 
lieved not to be serious. 

‘The British Consul-General then 
verbally requested that witness should 
be allowed: to take a doctor across 
and at the same time handed to the 
Japanese Consul-General a formal 
‘written communication, whieh includ~ 
‘ed an official request ‘that a foreign 
doctor should be allowed to 
‘Tinkler without delay if Tinkler’s‘in- 
Juries were too serious to allow him 
to be moved. It also requested that 
carly arrangements should be made 
for the transference of Tinkler into 
British custody and that in the mean- 
time British ofiiials should not be 
denied access. to him. 

‘The Japanese Consul-General_un- 
dertook to refer the British Consul- 
General's requests to the competent 
‘Japanese authorities without delay. 
Nothing had been heard, however, 
from the Japanese side by the time 
Mr. Ford had returned {rom Pootuny 
and had reported to witness shortly 
before & pm. Mr. Ford's report as to 
Tinkler’s' condition was re-assuring 
but at about 10 pm, witness received 
a telephone message from a member 
fof the Japanese Consulate staff in- 
forming him that Tinkler's condition 
hhad suddenly become serious and was, 

jet, now so grave that any re- 















































‘or close friends ought fo be 
notified and would be allowed to see 
him. 

Witness requested that he should 
be allowed to take a foreign doctor 
across and the request was readily: 





‘agreed to. Subsequently a Japanese 
aval launch, in which the doctor and 
a director of the firm went to Poo- 
tung. was provided, Witness follow- 
‘ed. shortly ‘afterwards in a Customs 
police launch, Upon arrival at Poo- 
tung he found that arrangements had 
been made to bring Tinkler across.

Inquest on Mr. Bertram Lillie 
Before Br. C. H. Haines, H.M. Coroner] 
Resumed Hearing 


Shanghai, June 16. 

Walking with the aid’ of crutches 
following serious injuries sustained 
im an accident on Broadway near 
Minghong Road on April 24 when 
‘Mr. Bertram Lillie, prineipal of the 
Lester School and" Henry Lester 
Institute, and ‘a Japanese sailor 
sentry, were killed, Sergeant Ronald 
JJohn Wimsett, of the Shanghai Muni- 
tipal Police, yesterday gave his ver- 
sion of the accident before Mr. C. H. 
Haines, H, M. Coroner. His was the 
last testimony to be taken at the en- 
Jquiry, which commenced on April 25, 
and a verdict will be delivered at 10 
Jam, on June 16, Substantiating the 
Jevidence of Mrs. Lillie, who was site 
ting beside Sergeant Wimsett in her 
husband's ear when it was struck by a 
Japanese bus, he described the ac- 
tions ‘of the dead sentry in jumping. 
Jon the running board and seizing 
the steering wheel with both hands, 

Present at the enquiry were Mr. H. 
H. Thomas, Consul ‘for Japanese 
‘Affairs, and Mr. R. F. C. Master, who 
Tepresented the Henry ‘Lester ‘Trus~ 
tees and Mrs, Lillie. First witness to 
sive evidence was Sub-Inspector John 
James Gavan, who deseribed the 
‘measurements from Broadway Bridge, 
west side, to the scene of the accid. 
‘ent. The distance, he said, was 704 
feei. The Japanese sentry’s post was 
in the centre of the bridge. 

‘Seated throughout his. testimony. 
Sergeant Wimsett told the Coroner 
that on April 24 he was on duty at 
Garden Bridge. Between 920 and 
840 pm. he noticed a large dark 
saloon car crossing the bridge {rom 
north to south. Witness was standing 
fon the footpath at the south end of 
the bridge and, as the car came 
‘opposite to him, it pulled over to 
where he was. standing.

Shanghai, June 14. 
Stating that the defendant firm, 
desiring to give its name a foreign 
‘aspect, had unfortunately chosen their 
family name, Dr. Aurel Gonda and 
his brother M. Charles Henry Gonda 
appeared os plaintiffs in the First 
Special District Court yester 
action against the Gondo Trad 
Chinese firm dealing in export and 
import business at 9B Central 
Areade, 119 Nanking Road. 

‘Represented by AL Paull Premet, 
plaintifs alleged that the Chinese 
tame of the firm was “Kong Dah”

‘and the Telephone directory. Through 
their ‘attorney they contended that 
according to the foreign custom os 
well as Chinese law (Art. 19 of the 
Chinese Civil Code) anyone is the 
Proprietor of his family name and 
fone is entitled to use it. 

‘M. Premet contended that anyone 
who borrowed another person's name 
infringed the right to the use of the 
name and that the real owner could 
apply to the court for an order stop 
ping such an abuse, In this case, he 
‘said, the Chinese characters express- 
ing Kong Dah could not be translated 
as Gonda and owing to the liberal 
[professions of plaintifs—one was a 
Goctor and ‘the other an architect— 
‘their name and reputation might be 
seriously damaged. 

Stating that the public might think 
‘that the plaintiffs carried on another 
business they asked for an order re- 
straining the defendants from using 
the name "Gonds,” the erasing of the 
name from the Hong List and Tele- 
phone directory, and $1 damages and 
costs, 

‘The defendants contended that 
there was no actual similarity be- 
tween a business such as thelr own 
and that of the plaintiffs. Further- 
more, they stated that anyone could 
use the name "Gonds” and they 
‘quoted examples where several firms 
were using the same name. After 
hearing the arguments the court in- 
vited the parties {0 try to reach a 
compromise. This was declared im- 
possible and the hearing was then 
adjourned.

French police by the Second Special 
District Court which will hear the 
case on June 27. Although no. 
‘charges have been’ framed against 
the detained persons. it is alleged 
by one of the men that the whole 
cFime was plotted by the nephew. 
With the seven persons in custody, 
the French police are expected to 
solve the mystery surrounding the 
armed robbery committed on June 4 
in the Rue Bayle residence of Mr. 
Wu Chi-yu, a former manager of 
the Ho Feng Salt Company in 
Tientsin. While Mr. Wu himself 
lives in Hongkong at present four 
robbers, three of whom were armed, 
held up Mrs. Wu in her residence 
‘and after searching they decamped 
with Jewellery and cash amounting 
to, $3,068, 

‘The robbers were so daring that 
just’ before escaping they asked 
their vietim to prepare $2,000 which 
must be sent to a specified place 
within three days. On June 7 the 
victim received a letter of extortion 
from the robbers demanding a large 
sum of money and on June 9 she 
received a telephone call repeating 
the demand and asking her to send 
the money to the intersection of 
Rue Lafayette and Route Pichon.

‘Tyre Trademark Decision 
‘Shanghai, June 18. 

Messrs, Dunlop Rubber Co., 
(China), Lid, after actions lasting 
several "years have established. the 
principle that tyre treads may be 
registered with the Chinese Govern- 
ment, The appeal judgment was re- 
cently given by Mr. H. H.. Xung, 
President of the Executive Yuan, and 
fg attached below. Mr. N. F. Aliman 
represented the appellant ‘company. 
‘The above named appellant, in 
Jconnection with its application for 
registration of a trademark, was dis- 
satisfied with the decision” No. 346, 
(Character Su, rendered by the former 
[Ministry of Industries on August 6, 
1937, and instituted a further appeal 
Jegainst same. 

‘This Yuan now decides as follows: 
‘The Trademark Bureau's decision 
Jon the examination proceedings, its 
[decision on the re-examination pro= 
jccedings, and the original decision of 
the former Ministry of Industries are 
all_hereby cancelled. 

‘The above named appellant prev- 
ously Med an application with the 
Trademark Bureau for the registra- 
tion of its trademark “Clipper ‘Tyre 
Design” (British Design No. 615301) 
in respeet of all kinds of hollow and 
solid tyres, in Class 16 under Article 
37 of the ‘Detailed Regulations for 
the Execution of the Trademark Law. 
[The ‘Trademark Bureau considered 
‘that the trademark was not specially 
Jdistinetive, contrary to the provision 
in Section 2 of Article 1 of the 
Trademark Law that the words, de- 
vices and marks used in a trademark 
‘must be specially distinctive and con- 
sequently rejected and re-rejected 
[the application. ‘The appellant ‘fled 
fan appeal with the former Ministry 
fof Industries, ‘The Ministry consider 
Jed ‘that tyre tread designs could not 
[be considered as trademarks and en- 
titled (0 the right of exclusive use, 
jand that the trademark in question 
was used continuously round the 
entire tyre, contrary to the intent of 
this Yuan's Order No. 6409, dated 
‘October 30, 1936. Accordingly, the 
‘Ministry dismissed the appellant's ap- 
peal. The appellant was still not 
ssatisNed and instituted a further 
‘appeal to this Yuan, 

‘In regard to a trademark which is 
formed by words, devices, marks, or 
‘8 combination thereof, the only 're- 
[quirement is that it must be specially 
distinctive. ‘There Js no restriction 
that a trademark must be separated 
from the shape, utility and colours of 
the goods andl exist independently. as 























‘of the entire articles of merchandise. 
All these are evident by reference 
{to the Judicial Yuan's Interpretation 
No. 1855, Character Yuan, 

‘The question as to whether or not 
ja trademark is specially distinctive 


‘depends on whether or not such 
‘trademark possesses any special de- 
sign and construction. ‘The Appel- 
Tant's trademark in this case consists 
fof many “I" shaped devices, which 
combine to form numerous Joni, 
hexagonal designs. It cannot be said 
that the trademark possesses _n0 
special design and construction. ‘The 
trademark is in conformity wiih the 
requirement of special distinctiveness, 
Jand its registration should not be re- 
fused. 

Moreover, since the tread designs 
constituting the trademark may be 
continuously used on the outside of 
the articles of merchandise, and since 
{the appellant has repeatedly indicated 
that such trademark is to be used 
continuously around the tyres, the 
[circumstances are different from those 
referred to in this Yuan's Order Ne 
}6409 which was primarily aimed at 
the alteration of a registered tradi 
mark at the time of use, It ws 
erroneous for” the ‘Trademark 
Bureau to have repeatedly rejected 
the appellant's application for the. 
registration of this! trademark and 
for the former Ministry of Industri 
to have rejected) the  appellan 
appeal. 

For the above reasons, the appel- 
Jant’s appeal is well founded and it 
is hereby decided as per text of 
decision ‘given above, in accordance 
with the first part of Section 1 of 
Article 8 of the Law of Administra- 
tive Appeals.

‘As far as I can learn,” Lord Elibank said, “it is not an idle 


rumour that the Japanese have

‘A Vital Blow 

Any such step as the occupation 
of Shanghai, the speaker added, 
‘would mean ‘a vital blow not, only 
to Great Britain but to Australio, 
‘Now Zealand and Canada. 

"The position in the Far East, Lord 
Elibank proceeded, was worse than 
never, ‘The Yanglze Valley, tradi- 
onal area of British trade, was en- 
tively closed to us despite the fact 
that the Japanese were trading all 
the. time. 

‘Currency and trade restrictions 
were growing worse owing to the 
Yokohama Specie Bank creating a 
collar of the same value as the Na- 
tional dollar, and insisting, wherever 
‘possible, that it should’ be wsed. 
They were having some success, be- 
cause, after all, Europeans had to 
obtain a living. 

‘Dealing with the tratle from Shang-

U.S, DOMESTIC POLICY 


By Satitusoxtas 


Early in the year the Administration's 
domestic policy occupied the spollight. ‘The 
press was filled with the new efforts which 
were to be made to bring about “business 
appeasement” as the first step in promoting, 
lasting recovery. ‘There were to be no new 
experiments, business was told. Any mea~ 
sures which’ had proved by experience to be 
a drag upon business recovery were to be 
examined and modified, ‘The talk was of 
“national unity” in the face of a troubled 
world. Business was no longer to be scolded 
and dragooned. The Government wished to 
be Its true friend, and hoped for a similar 
conciliatory spirit from the big business ex- 
cecutives, 

Then ‘for a time the domestic issue was 
forgotten, and the attention of the country 
was concentrated on the Administration's 
foreign policy. But the domestic programme 
had not been dropped, or even suspended. 
It continued to develop. One might com- 
pare it to a subterranean stream which had 
disappeared out of sight, but had not vanish- 
ed. After a time it would reappear. When 
the domestic policy emerged it was soon dis~ 
covered that while it had been out of sight 
it had undergone far-reaching changes. 
There are still one of two officals who are 
attempting to promote harmony among all 
economic sections of the country as before, 
bbut the general tendency is to abandon busi- 
‘ness appeasement and return to the old New 
Deal attitude of regarding business as hostile, 

It must be admitted that this is partly the 
fault of the more conservative big business~ 
men, They were inclined to boast early in 
the year that “they had the President on the 
yun.” ‘This play directly into the hands of 
the Iett-wing advisers of the President, who 
had never liked the "business appeasement 
policy, and had refused to take any part in 
It (with the exception of Harry Hopkins 
whom they privately accused of having 
turtied traitor when he entered the Cabinet 
as Sceretary of Commerce). Businessmen 
also did little to make co-operation easy for 
the President by trying to meet him halfway. 
They were far more likely to take the 
attitude that in 1940 there would be a change 
of régime, the New Deal would be rejected at 
the polls,'and they would have an Adminis- 
tation flindamentally disposed to be friendly 
instead of one which only adopted a friendly 
attitude as an expedient, 


























The controversy over tax revision became 
4 symbol of the strugyle for a time. Early 
in the year the Secretary of the ‘Treasury 
and his aides, with it was understood the 
approval of the President, announced that 
they were surveying the taxation struct 
in order to remove any taxes which were 
acting as business deterrents. ‘The treasury 
made its survey, but the President refused 
to endorse the changes suggested. Speaking 
in very yoneral terms, the Treasury takes the 
view that the only object of tuxation is to 
obtain funds. ‘The left-wing advisers of the 
President believe that, in addition, taxation 
should be used as a weapon to bring about 
desirable economic changes in the business 
structure. ‘They wish, for example, to make 
it more dificult to establish big business cor- 
porations by penalty taxes on the net carn= 
Ings of such corporations, quite irrespective 
of the relationship of those earnings to th 
amount of capital invested. A small firm 
which makes a 20 per cent. profit on the 
capital invested would be taxed less than a 
large firm which made a 3 per cent. profit, 
Anybody: with money to invest would thus 
think twice before he placed it in a large 
corporation, At the same time big companies 
would be prevented from building up re- 
serves for expanding their activities by a 
penalty tax on undistributed profits. Taxes 
such as these, businessmen insist, make it 
impossible for business to i 
more workers, and 1 
















































unemployment problem, which after six 
years still seems ax far from solution as 
ever. 

The President's Ioft-wing advisers, for

‘They 
accuse businessmen of deliberately sabotax-

The probable outcome will be a modifica- 
tion of the taxes which business considers 
deterrents, but much of the psychological 
value of Such a step has been lost by the 
wrangling which preceded it,
